On  18  Jiily  15^2,  flying  objects  were  observed  over  Patrick  W3, 
FloilO.a,  between  the  hourc  of  211i$  and  2230*  The  first  object  was 
obseived  V^y  four  alzuien  who  were  on  (!uty  as  aircraft  maintenance 
por»onnel*  lb(y  obseived  an  object  opproacb  the  base  froin  the  South 
at  a veiy  slot^  speed,  cone  to  a halt  directly  over  the  field,  reveice 
its  direction  Tflth  no  apparent  turn*  At  this  tine  an  object  ^.as  seen 
flying  from  the  Fast,  proceeding  to  the  Vest  at  hi£^  speed*  Ibis  war. 
folT<7.md  by  ^ second  object  on  the  same  course  ar)proxlir.e.tely  five 
seconds  later*  A fourth  object  wa^  shortly  seen  in  the  Vest  at  an 
angle  of  approxlr-ately  30  degrees  altitude  from  the  obsei'vei’c*  position, 
piocoeded  VJest,  made  a vide  180  degree  turn  over  the  field  and  retunied 
to  the  same  original  position  to  \>here  it  was  first  spotted*  Time  ob- 
served In  this  obseivcnee  was  ten  seconds*

The  above  four  objects  all  were  slated  witiiin  a period  of  five  to 
six  minutes*  The  objects  were  reported  as  appearing  like  a great  star 
of  amber  color*  Vfoatiior  storm  detection  radars  and  Pawlnsond  radars 
were  directed  on  objects  but  no  contacts  were  iiW^do*  These  two  types 
of  radars  are  not  considered  to  be  reliable  for  such  tracking*

On  21  July,  the  undersigned  received  a call  from  an  airman  at 
2200  hours  who  reported  a similar  object  over  the  field*  Tv»  irdnutes 
later  e call  was  received  from  tv?o  Cblonels  on  the  base,  one  a former 
commercial  test  pilot,  reported  three  objects  spread  widely  in 
t^ieir  position  vjhich  approached  from  the  East*  The  undersigned 
ini.ediately  went  outdoors  to  observe  the  objects  which  had  disappeared 
by  that  time*  Approximately  3 nr  U minutes  later  an  object  vras  ob- 
Borved  by  me  directly  oveihead  flying  on  a course  of  280  degrees  at 
hi^  speed*  Altitude  was  undetemined  because  of  the  unlmown  else  of 
the  object*  It  appeai'ed  as  a brlf^t  star,  amber  In  color*  Its  speed 
was  steady  and  \ras  flying  on  an  unerring  course  vrith  no  deviation  ob- 
served during  the  entire  fli^t  until  it  eventually  passed  out  of 
sl^t  approximately  U?  degrees  above  the  horizon  in  the  Vest*  Alti- 
tude was  estimated  at  20,000  feet*  Based  on  this  figure,  the  speed

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On  .?!  Julyi  tho  underiipned  reoelved  a ocdl  from  an  airman  at 
2200  hours  who  rc.'x>rted  a elnilar  object  over  field.  Two  nlnuteu 
later  a call  was  received  from  two  Uolonels  on  the  boae,  one  a former 
eoTomreial  test  pilot,  who  reported  three  objects  spread  widely  in 
their  position  which  aporoaohed  from  the  Bast.  The  tmdersigned 
immediately  went  outdoors  to  observe  the  objects  which  had  disappeared 
by  that  time.  Aporoximataly  3 or  4 minutes  later  an  object  was  od- 
served  by  directly  overhead  flying  on  a course  of  280  degrees  at 
high  speed.  Altitude  was  undetermined  because  or  the  unknown  size  of 
the  object.  It  appeared  as  a bright  star,  amoer  in  color*  Its  speed 
was  steady  and  was  flying  on  an  unerring  course  with  no  deviation  ot>- 
served  during  the  entire  flight  until  it  eventually  passed  out  of 
sight  approximately  15  degrees  above  the  hdrizon  in  the  West.  Alti- 
tude was  eatimated  at  20,000  feet*  Baaed  on  'Uiis  figure,  the  speed 
was  approximately  700  mph.  The  above  observances  were  made  in  clear 
and  unlimited  conditions.  A check  was  made  with  all  Jet  air  bases 
in  Florida  who  reported  no  operations  during  the  reported  hours.

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On  18  July  lQ62y  Hying:  objects  were  observed  over  Patrick  AFB, 
Florida,  between  Uis  hours  of  2145  and  2230*  The  first  object  was 
observed  by  four  airmen  who  were  on  duty  as  aircraft  maintenance 
personnel.  They  observed  an  objecx.  approach  the  base  front  the  South 
at  a very  slow  speed,  cone  to  a holt  ^rectly  over  the  field,  reverse 
its  direction  vlUi  no  epnarent  turn.  At  this  time  an  object  was  seen 
flying  from  the  East,  proceeding  to  the  Vest  at  high  speed.  This  was 
followed  by  a second  object  on  the  same  course  approximately  five 
seconds  later.  A fourth  object  was  shortly'  seen  in  the  \Jes^  at  an 
angle  of  approximately  30  degrees  altitude  from  the  observers*  position, 
proceeded.  Vest,  made  a wide  180  degree  turn  over_^e..Xieldjand  returned 
ib~the  same  original  position  to  where  it  was  first  spotted.  Tine  ob- 
served in  this  observance  was  ten  seconds. 


Tlie  above  four  objects  all  were  sighted  within  a period  of  five  to, 
six  minutes.  The  objects  were  reported  as  appearing  like  a great  star 
of  amber  color.  Veather  storm  detection  radars  and  Kawlnsond  radars 
were  directed  on  objects  but  no  contacts  were  smide.  These  two  types 
of  radars  are  not  considered  to  be  reliable  for  auch  tracking. 


Five  additional  personnel  reported  the  same  objects  and  performance 
\diich  included  the  Airdrome  officer  on  duty  at  the  tixae,  control  tower 
operator,  aircraft  dispatcher  and  two  transient  pilots  from  Urlght 
Patterson  AFB.

tisM  until  wo  passed  throu^  the  South  Cste  approKimtely  15  tainubos  later, 
we  tiiatohed  this  light  ond  speoulatod  as  to  what  it  night  be*  It  was  not  a 
"sharp"  light  like  a bare  bulb  but  more  like  a li^t  nhining  through  frostod 
glass*  It  appeared  S or  4 times  tho  also  of  a largo  star*  Ho  shape  of  any 
kind  wae  disoernable*  It  had  a sli^^tly  orange  or  reddish  color.  It  appeared 
to  blink  but  with  no  rogularlty  whatever.  It  Traantf  as  though  the  light  Tms 
bej^'^rnsd  off  and  on  but  like  It  was  pagsin;^  behind  aoiebhlng.  It  appeared 
to  be  about  2 ttilas  33.Y  of  th*  Base  at  6 to  _6_thousand  foot  approximately  over 
tlio  Banana  Biver*  It  was  prooeeding  vory  slowly  and  orrectloally  Jd^in  a 
level  path  over  the  river*  It  soened  to  move  for  2 or  S uinutoe  and  then 
stop  for  S^sooonds  to  a ninute  bsfore  proceeding*  I would  ostlioabe  that  at 
BO  time  \ma  it  travsllng  at  uoro  than  40  MPH.  It  tn.3  approxiinately  wsst  of 
the  center  of  tbe  Bose  when  vt*  loft  the  South  Gate  and  it  faded  i'roia  view 
as  we  proceeded  south  dam  AlA* 
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
